fu*e from a firecracker wa* olaced in 
th e canuon, then powd er poured In and 
primed with paper. 
All went well lor 
six or eigh t shots. 
Th e racket and ac­ 
tions of th e little cannon d eligh ted th e 
participants in th e sport, as well a s 
Alex Depuy, who is an old sold ier. 
Depuy th ough t he could ad d a little to 
th e interest by touch ing off a bunch of 
firecrackers and making th e boys jump 
while they were load ing th e cannon, 
! In his ex citement he nev er th ough t of 
th e often paper of powd er lying on th e 
bench besid e th e boys. 
T h e result was 
th a t some of th e firecrackers Hew to 
th e powd er and caused it to burst into 
flames. 
Will Hyd e's left hand was 
« d ose to th e powd er while Will Mc­ 
Mahon stood facing him. 
T h e back of 
Hyd e’s hand receiv ed the full force of 
th e burning powd er while a q uantity 
was blown to th e sid e of his face. 
I he 
fire on his cloth ing was q uickly ex ting­ 
uished and Dr. Owens irnmed iat« d y 
summoned . 
W h ile the sufferer was 
being cared for, an ex amination d is­ 
closed th e fact t h a t th e » kin on th e 
back of his hand and wrist an« l be­ 
tween his fingers was burned off, th e 
left sid e of his face bad ly scorched , his 
h air and eyebrows singed , and th e eye­ 
lashes burned from his left eye and th e 
lid scorched . 
All th a t sav ed his eyes 
wa* his spectacles, a s th e appearance 
of th e glass prov ed th at th e (lames had 
struck it. 
Will McMah on's face was 
scorched and his mustache aed eye­ 
brows einged , while his cloth ing 
was 
burned in sev eral places. 
Hyd e was 
taken to th e hospital, wh ere his hand 
and face were d ressed . 
T h e burns, a), 
th ough they may not prov e serious, 
are ex ceed ingly painful.

In the IUII Metal. 
There is a g< n< ral belit f that the in­ 
troduction of silver or gold in the east­ 
ing of a hell assures for it a sup erior 
tone, but an ex p * i t in founding bells 
says tha t « ueh a belief is erroneous. He 
says tha t the best tone effect in hell 
metal is confined within very narrow 
limits, for any so railed hell metal hav­ 
ing more than Hu p arts eop p er to 20 
p aits tin is too soft to p roduce the best 
quality of tone, while that having more 
tin than 28 p arts in the 
100 is much 
too brittle. 
There are bells in Europ e 
whose clear tones were for many years 
credited to gold and silver that were 
sup p osed to have been added to the hell 
metal. 
A n analysis was made not long 
ago of the m etal in out of these bells, 
and it failed to show any trace of gold 
or silver. 
The old Germ an hell found­ 
ers used to mak e their hells of 80 p arts 
cop p er to 20 p arts tin. 
In the op inion 
of this ex p ert the strongest and best 
toned bell is obtained from 
« 0 p arts 
cop p er and 21 p arts tin. 
“ After the hell is ‘d r a w n,’ “ says the 
ex p ert, “ two sweep s are made and ad ­ 
justed to an up right sp indle in the re n­ 
ter of an iron case or flask , the flask 
having p erforations all over it. 
Over 
the surface of the flask is coated, wet, 
a layer of loam of equal and suitable 
thick ness and bak ed. Then another lay­ 
er is coated on and bak ed, and so on, 
layer after layer, until the p rop er shap e, 
etc., are secured. There are two such iron 
molding eases, one fitting over the oth­ 
er. 'lh** under one has the loam coating 
on its outer side, which lias the inn« *r 
shap e of t In* p rop osed b« 11. 
The up p er 
iron molding case or flask lias the loam 
on its inner surface, forming the out­ 
side shap e of the bell. 
Tins is let « lown 
over the under mold and carefully a d ­ 
justed equally all around, ha ving a 
sp ace inside between the two molds. 
The under flask is called the core. 
The 
up p er or outer oue is called t h<* « use. The 
sp ace is filled up by the molten bell 
metal, which, when cooled, is the bell. 
“ When the bell is tak en out of tie* 
molds 
it, 
is 
p olish« « !, and then th» - 
bangings, tongue 
for clap p er), etc., 
fitted to the bell, and it receives a se­ 
vere ringing test, p artly to ascertain its 
tone and resonant quality and to observe 
its mechanical ex cellence and a d just­ 
ment. Then, if it ap p ears to be good in 
all p oints, it is ship p ed to the p urchaser. 
The mak ing and ship p ing of a bell usu­ 
ally require from Hi to tod a ys in the 
smaller sizes. 
The larger sizes— i. e., 
from 1,500 p ounds and heavier—îvquiro 
more time. 
A p eal of three or more 
bells requires from 
10 to 0 0 days’ time, 
while a chime of nine or more bells r e ­ 
qui ns from tlire« » to six months. 
“ Any foundry can, of course, r« ‘a« iily 
mak e and select nine or ten bells m 
tune for a chime, but tune is one thing, 
tone iN another.’’— ( hureh Economist.

but N ever < a ufflit. 
During the sum mer of 1875 bands of 
Indians returning from a hunt far out 
on the p lains brought in stories of ha v­ 
ing seen at different times and in differ­ 
ent p laces, an« i always in the center of 
a large herd, a white buffalo. They had 
used their best horses in the effort to 
overtak e i* to no p urp ose, never being 
able to get any - aere near the animal. 
At first we did not p ay much attentiou 
to these stories, but still it k ep t crop ­ 
p ing up from different camp s, and at 
last, in th*- fall of 187o, I myself had a 
chance to verify the truth of the rep ort. 
I had been sent oil duty north along the 
Red Deer river and was camp ed near a 
large band of Black f« *et, who were hunt ­ 
ing south of that river. 
The buffaloes had 
moved north in vast numbers, and the 
p rairie was black with them. 
I had gone out one morning with a 
p arty of Biaek feet to s« *e one of th« ir 
hunts, and also to try ami k ill for m y­ 
self. My hoist- was a good om- and much 
faster than any belonging to the Indian 
hunters. 
I had got detached from the 
p arty, becoming tir« «1 of th« * slaughter, 
and must have 
b e e n at b a s t 
20 
miles 
from camp , when I made for a small 
c lum p of tim ber not far off, intending 
to buiId a hr*- ami roast a p ortion of 
some buffalo m**at I ba« l on the saddle 
with rae. 
Ah I ap p roached th*- wood a 
band of about loo animals burst out of 
the brush and made off to the south, 
and, yes, most certainly, in the middle 
of th* in was a white buffalo. Although 
they were a quarter of a mile away, 
there could lie no mistak e about it. 
He 
was there as large as life and quite 
whiff» and running lik e a deer. 
There 
was no time to much more than tak e in 
the seem-, but I gathered up the reins 
and was after him, determined to bag 
tha t buffalo or k ill my horse. 
Oh, w ha t a rae« - it was, mile after 
mile! And, although all the band, with 
tin« ex cep tion of 
about a dozen, bad 
sp lit off and gone in different dim* 
tions, th« * white animal, w ith his body­ 
guard of about a dozen k« *pt, at about 
the same « listan« <* ah< ad. 
1 could catch 
a glimp se « if him now and then, and 
there was no doubt In- was snow white. 
Get w ithin shot 
1 could not for many 
mileH. 
At last they began to tir**, ami, 
although my horse tired also, 
1 had 
good hop es of coining up and getting a 
shot. 
Alas, for such a chance! 
Of a 
sudden my horse lurched forward on 
his nos« *, sending me over bis lieail on to 
th« - p rairie and turning a soim rsault 
himself, missing me by only a few f*•* t.

He calls 
this new ap p liance the eleetrop honie 
p iano, its « listlmdive p rincip le consist­ 
ing in tie* fact that the vibrations of 
the chords are not p rodmvd by hum 
mers, but by an electric current and by 
means of microp hones a< ting as inter- 
rup t-cis «*f eurrt nts. 
All the delicate and <*omp )ex m echan­ 
ism of the old p iano is done away 
nn tth. 
The little electric devices ate arranged 
on the crossp me« ' 'M ending over tin* 
strings.

AN INDIAN LEGEND. 


In the county of Berkshire, sta te of 
Ma ssa chusetts, 
the 
lofty 
Monument 
mounruin rea rs it« gra y form 
If there 
is a nything sublime a tta ched 
to a 
mount, a ra re bea uty will be a dmitted 
to linger a round this wild a nd tower­ 
ing line of rocks. 
Its bold a nd frown­ 
ing front ex tends a bout one mile, a nd 
so roughly is it flung together by na ­ 
ture a nd sta nding a t the sa me time 
so perpendicula r tha t a tremulous chill 
hurries over the body a s the a westruck 
beholder ga zes up a t it. 
A few knotty, 
dwa rfish pines a re to be seen peering 
obliquely from the 
na rrow crevices, 
looking green even a mong roeks. like 
hope flourishing on the borders of de­ 
spa ir. 
The red bolt from the thundercloud, 
the winds a nd the power of centuries 
ha ve tern wa y 
ma ny fra gments 
of 
stone from 
011 high a nd sent them smok­ 
ing to the ba se, where a lrea dy a long 
pyra mida l line is strung a long, quite a 
mounta in in itself. 
The rea r of this 
pla e fa lls off with a gentle slope, which 
is oversha dowed by ta ll a nd rega l look­ 
ing trees, whose gia nt roots ha ve never 
been broken. 
It presents a fea rful yet 
ma gnificent a ppea ra nce. 
There is no 
villa ge nea r to wa ke the solemnity of 
its solitude, a nd silence is a s profound 
a t the sun’s meridia n a s a t the hush of 
midnight. 
It a lwa ys seemed to me this 
spot wa s a fa vorite with the sun, for the 
first rosy flush of morning a ppea red un­ 
ea sy until drinking the dew from tin» 
trees upon its brow, a nd his la st ra ys 
lingered there a t evening, even a fter a 
pa rtia l twilight bega n to fling a dusky 
sha de over the va st va lley below. 
But 
this ma y be ima gina tion. 
I must just mention a circumsta nce 
in 
rela tion to this mounta in which 
ga ve to it the a ppella tion which it ha s 
received. 
Once this ba ckwa rd slope wa s stud­ 
ded with the wigwa ms of the India ns, 
ca lled the Stock bn a ge tribe, a nd tra di­ 
tion ha s ha nded down ma ny a n a mbig­ 
uous a nd chilling ta le in rega rd to 
them. It wa s a n esta blished la w a mong 
them tha t when a n India n committed a 
doed the pena lty of which wa s dea th 
h<i> should plunge himself, or, refusing 
.„ //o do this, be plunged by some one of 
his tribe, over this frightful precipice. 
Ma ny ha d been da shed to the rocky 
va le below, a nd so high wa s the spot 
from where the victims were oa st off 
tha t it wa s genera lly supposed tha t the 
ra pid descent through the a ir deprived 
them of brea th, a nd few if a ny ha d ev­ 
er been conscious of a nything when 
they ha d rea ched the ea rth. 
A bea utiful squa w tra nsgressed by 
ma rrying into a nother tribe, a nd tin 
pena lty for such a n offense wa s a nd ev­ 
er ha d been dea th. She wa s well a wa re 
wha t her fa te would bo previous to her 
sea ling it, but it did not restra in her 
She disobeyed, a nd nothing could a tone 
but the full ex tent of the la w. Although 
she ha d coura ge sufficient to fa ce dea th 
in ma rrying, she did not feel willing to 
sa crifice herself a ccording to the ma n­ 
da te, a nd it therefore devolved upon 
some one to precipita te her over the 
cloud ca pped mounta in. 
All her limbs 
being bound ex cept her ha nds, she wa s 
borne to the verge a nd la unched a wa y 
with a ll the* stoicism for which the In­ 
dia ns a re fa mous. 
But here a thing oc­ 
curred which ha d never been known 
before. 
In her downwa rd flight she 
ca me in conta ct with the long bra nch of 
a pine which swung out ma ny feet 
from the rocks, a nd, gra sping it with 
the clutch of dea th, succeeded in brea k­ 
ing the force she ha d a tta ined, a nd re­ 
ma ined holding fa st, suspended between 
the top a nd ba se of the mounta in. 
There she hung a t the mercy of a 
slender bra nch, without even a hope of 
rescue, 
The spa ce between her a nd the 
rocks wa s too much to think of touch­ 
ing them, a nd her strength, even in the 
ca use of life, wa s not sufficient to dra w 
her up to the limb. 
.She ca st her eyes 
up, but nothing wa s there but her re­ 
lentless enemies, whose diminished a nd 
dusky forms were a rra nged a long the 
edge of the mount 
They mocked her in the situa tion in 
which she wa s pla ced, a nd the a isles of 
the forest reverbera ted to their hideous 
a nd unea rthly yells 
Below a ll wa s in 
minia ture—the rocks were dwindled to 
a level with the surrounding va le, the 
trees ha d shrunk a wa y to bushes, a n old 
chief, who wa s sitting on a rock string­ 
ing his bow, wa s but a speck, a nd the 
outline of his form could sca rcely be 
tra ced. 
It wa s morn when her sentence wa s 
ex ecuted, a nd tra dition sa ys tha t when 
the sha llows of evening bega n to ga ther 
round she still wa s there, a nd her shrill 
cry wa s hea rd disturbing the quietness 
of the hour. 
Night ca me a nd pa ssed 
a wa y, a nd still she wa s swinging on 
this sloping pine, a nd the noise which 
she uttered told tba t hunger wa s doing 
his work upon her. 
La te in the morn­ 
ing some of the India ns, going over to 
the verge of the precipice a nd bending 
over, sa w a few crows circling round 
the unfortuua te victim’s hea d, a s if im­ 
pa tient for her wa sting body, which 
they evinced by diving a nd da rting a t 
her form a nd then, rising suddenly in 
the a ir with outstretched wings, a s if 
some motion of life ha d deterred them 
from their purpose. Often did they rest 
their wea ry wings upon the very tree 


by which she wa s supported, a nd the 
long da y pa ssed with some one of these 
sa ble crea tures wa tching the moment 
when the gra « p should fa il a nd her 
body fa ll below. 
It wa s 011 the right of the second da y 
tha t a scene took pla ce which ha s never 
been forgetteu. 
The sun fell a wa y a t 
eve with a peculia r splendor, turning 
every object in the va lley to a golden 
light a nd ca using the Hour-a tonic. in 
its serpentine course, o glea m up a nd 
spa ngle like liquid fir> 
Ma ny wa s the 
hunter who la y wa tching the bea uty of 
the bea ms which were flung a round 
him, a nd when the la st gorgeous strea k 
ha d fa ded over Monument mounta in the 
broa d hea vens were clea r a nd blue, ex ­ 
cept the crimson folds which floa ted iu 
gra ndeur a long the west. Yet the squa w 
still hung by the bra nch of the piue, 
a nd her cries a lterna tely rose through 
the deep stillness tha t reigned a round. 
But soon a lea den ha ze bega n to rise 
a long the a zure wa ll of the west a nd 
wa s shortly succeeded by da rk, disma l 
looking clouds, a round whose edge the 
lightning pla yed, a s if to light them 011 
in their sa d a nd gloomy pa thwa y. The 
thunder muttered fa intly, then sent its 
roll up to the meridia n, a nd fina lly, 
with increa sed power, cra cked a nd shook 
through the very hea vens 
The shriek 
of the squa w wa s hea rd in the profound 
pa use a fter the roa r ha d di d a wa y, but 
its echoes stirred not the sympa thies of 
a ny one of the1 tribe. 
Higher a nd high­ 
er rose the storm. The lightning crinkled 
over the sky more vividly, a nd rhe re­ 
port followed so soon a nd hea vy tha t 
the gra y old trees of the mount trem­ 
bled a s the pea ls burst through the up­ 
per world. 
Night ha d set in with a ll its bla ck­ 
ness, when a pa rty of the tribe proceed­ 
ed to behold the situa tion of the squa w.

Professor J oseph Le Conte recently 
read a pap* t la ft re the G eolog ical So 
ciety of America, from w hich w e learn 
that there art two primary and perm a­ 
nent kinds of m ov em ents of tin» earth ’s 
crust— namely, those which 
c au s e con­ 
tinental surfaces and oceanic basins, 
and those which by interior contraction 
determine m ountains of folded struc­ 
ture. 
These two are determined, tho 
one by unqual radial contraction, the 
other by unequal concentric contraction 
— that is, contraction of the interior 
more than tho exterior 
There art1 also 
tw o secondary

Brendish w en t out at noon to see w hat 
was g oin g on, but w as d* sired by

wounded British officer to g o 111 and 
close the doors. T h erefor tw o hours the 
two, w ith fix- w id ow and child of Mr. 
Todd, remained, and at 
2 p. in. Bren­ 
dish went to the U niballa instrum ent 
and teleg raphed the historic in* -sag e: 
“ T he -* poys hav e come in from Meerut 
and are burning ev erything . 
Mr. Todd 
is dead, and, w e hear, sev eral Euro­ 
peans. 
We must shut up. 
A nd now I 
am off. ”

the flag staff tower, where the Europeans
